World Press Photo Contemporary Issues winner 
Giovanni Troilo was stripped of his prize for his 
photo story 'La Ville Noir - The Dark Heart of 
Europe,' after the organization found that Troilo 
had submitted the photographs, that violated 
contest rules. A photo he submitted that he alleged 
to have been taken in the Belgian city at the heart 
of the project turned out to have been taken in 
Sint-Jans-Molenbeek, Brussels. With Troilo's 
confirmation that the picture was indeed taken in 
another location. World Press Photo disqualified 
the story. 

Trouble for Troilo started when the mayor of 
Charleroi, the town featured in the story, accused 
the photographer of misrepresenting the city and 
staging his photos. Although he admitted to using his 
cousin as a model in one of his photos. World Press 
Photo didn't find the photographer guilty of staging 
images. Just three days later the organization issued 
the statement that in light of 'new information' the 
investigation had been reopened and found Troilo in 
violation of entry rules. 

With Troilo disqualified, the first prize for stories 
in the Contemporary Issues category went to Giulio 
Di Sturco, previously the second prize winner, and 
Tomas van Houtryve now takes the second prize.

Silhouette 


Zitesh Kaushal has sent us this photo 
for critique. Though there are some 
negative points about it, overall, 1 seem 
to like the picture. 1 like the silhouetted 
trees and the tonality of the sky. So 
what do 1 not like? 

1 don't like the fact that you have placed 
the sun right smack in the centre of the 
frame. You should have framed the sun 
as shown in the sketch. Secondly, you 
should not put your name/logo on the 
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The four points where the line intersect are the 
strongest positions to place your main subject 


picture when you send your images to 
any magazine or photo contest. 

I've tried a different composition, 
mainly to eliminate the name/logo. See 
how the sun is placed as per the rule 
of the thirds. If the sun in your original 
picture would have been as 1 have 
recommended above, 1 would have 
liked that composition even more than 
my edited frame.

Landscape 

SS. N. Verma from 
Mumbai has sent us this 
picture of a temple in 
Chennai for critique. He 
says that the lighting 
was such that he had to 
overexpose to get details 
in the temple. But doing 
so has burnt out the sky. 
He wants to know 
if there is a solution to 
such problems. 

Yes, a bland overexposed 
sky does nothing to 
help a photo! A touch of 
blue or cyan in the sky 
would make the picture 
acceptable. If I were 
you, 1 would have taken 
multiple shots [at least 
three], varying only the 
shutter speed and later 
blend them in Photoshop 
to get details in the 
structure as well as 
the sky. 

Since we cannot go back 
in time, we can take the 
help of Photoshop to 
try and get some tone 
in the sky. First apply 
Auto Contrast. Then go 
to Selective Colour and 
in the Colour field, select 
White. Now add a mix 
of Cyan and Magenta 
[more of Cyan and less of 
Magenta] to the sky till 
you are happy with the 
edit. You may then darken 
the sky to your liking by 
moving the Black slider 
[in Selective Colour] to 
the right.

Camera Raw 

I often get a chance to use my 
friend's Photoshop CS6. In Camera 
Raw, there is this Histogram at 
the top. Please guide me as to the 
relationship of the various sliders 
with the Histogram. 


A histogram is a graph that gives us an 
idea of the brightness levels within the 
captured scene/subject. The left side of 
the horizontal axis represents darker 
areas while the right side represents 
highlights. The vertical axis tells us how 
many pixels are at that brightness level. 

See Printscreen 1 showing a Ladkah 
image opened in Camera Raw 
[Photoshop CS6). Under the two White 
Balance sliders, you can see six sliders. 
The second from the top is named 
Contrast. For the time being, we shall 
ignore it. Hence the remaining five 
sliders, from the top, are. Exposure, 
Highlights, Shadows, Whites and Blacks. 

Let's see which areas each of them 
control.

[Please note that in Photoshop CSS, the 
Exposure slider controls the overall 
exposure, but in CS6, it controls mainly 
the mid-tones). 


Please note that there can, and will, 
always be an overlap. For example, 
if you move the Exposure slider too 
much to the right, you will be further 
lightening the whites; if you move it too 
much to the left, you will be affecting 
the blacks. The Contrast slider, as the 
name suggests, controls the contrast. 
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Fl5dng Egret 

I photographed this flying egret 
in Nagpur. The picture looked 
nice on the camera LCD but after 
downloading the image on to 
the computer, I am not satisfied 
with the picture. Are there are 
different settings on a camera for 
nature shots?

I would not advice anyone to check the 
correctness of exposure or colours on 
a camera LCD. LCDs should be used 
only to check the composition after 
the picture is shot or to view the scene 
during Live View. Exposures should 
be checked using the histogram and 
the 'blinkies'. 

Though it looks easy, the subject you 
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are trying to photograph, is in fact 
quite difficult to photograph. In your 
picture of the flying egret, the sunlit 
areas are overexposed, while the 
shaded areas have details. The darker 
middle band in the background could 
possibly have been responsible for the 
overexposure. [White subjects against 
darker backgrounds generally lead to 
overexposure of the sunlit areas in the 
subject). If you use minus exposure 
compensation to ensure that the 
sunlit areas are not overexposed, the 
remaining areas will get overly dark. 
One solution is to take an Incident Light 
Meter reading of the available light 
[hold the white dome of the meter to 
face the camera and take the reading). 
This reading will be unaffected by 
the darkness or brightness of the 
background, but make sure that the 
light falling on the subject is similar 
to that falling on the white dome of 
the meter. Another possible solution 
is to spot meter the sunlit area of the 
subject [easier said than done on a 
flying subject). If you shoot as per this 
reading, the white sunlit areas will turn 
grey [that's the way exposure meters 
are designed), so you may need to 
'open up' by 1/2 to 1 stop. 
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Do ensure that you have set the 
camera to 'Low' contrast. Setting the 
contrast to 'High' [or even 'Normal') 
can cause highlights in a sunlit scene to 
overexpose. You can always control the 
contrast later on in post-processing. 

A Newbie Asks 

I have very recently started with 
digital photography. A friend of mine 
suggests that 1 should underexpose 
my pictures by about 1/3 to 1/2 stop 
to avoid overexposing the highlights, 
is this advice correct?

Underexposing to prevent highlights 
burnout also means that shadows will 
be underexposed too. If you try to get 
details in the shadows during post- 
processing, you run the risk of digital 
noise. At lower ISOs, you may not have 
a reason to worry but as the ISO goes 
up, chances are that digital noise will 
raise its ugly head. 

Note that some digital cameras offer 
a feature [Auto Lighting Optimizer in 
Canon and Active D-Lighting in Nikon) 
that slightly underexpose the scene to 
retain highlight detail and then boost 


up the signals in the shadow areas 
so that shadows don't remain detail- 
less. The user has an option on how 
much shadow-detail boost he wants 
[Low, Medium, High). Here too, a 
'High' setting can increase noise in the 
shadow areas. 

So in reply to whether the advice 
given to you is correct or not, I would 
say its not entirely correct though it 
works at times [when there are no 
deep shadows in which you may want 
details). It would also depend on the 
amount of underexposure you give. My 
oft-repeated advice is to learn to use 
the histogram and the 'blinkies'. 

My Choice? 

Between the lenses mentioned 
below, what would you suggest and 
why? My ideal goal would be to get a 
600mm prime lens but that is clearly 
out of my budget.

How did you pick up 
the camera? 

I was never really interested 
in photography and had never 
owned a camera. After finishing 
my graduate school 1 moved to 
California and that is when 1 
started spending time exploring 
beautiful locations around San 
Francisco Bay area. A close 
friend of mine had just bought 


a new camera and on a couple 
of trips 1 noticed that 1 was 
spending more time with his 
camera than him. 1 knew nothing 
about composition, highlights 
or shadows. 1 would just turn 
to auto mode and try to capture 
what 1 liked. But, 1 could always 
come back with some good 
images. Sometime in 2011, 1 
bought my first D-SLR and that 
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Paradise 
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is when I started learning various 
aspects of photography. 

Were you always passionate about 
travel? How did you decide to focus 
on landscape and travel? 

Initially when I started photography, 

I had no subject in mind and I 
was happy to capture perfect light 
and detail in a shot. Started off 
with whatever subject was easily 
accessible, be it architecture or 
portraits. I have always loved 
travelling and exploring new places. 
When visiting a beautiful place its 
a natural instinct to capture some 
images, but the best part about 
nature is that it is always changing. 
With different seasons or weather 
conditions, the same landscape can 
be shot in a completely different 
manner and that is what drew me 
towards landscape photography. One 
can capture the entire experience 
of being in that place with those 
conditions and preserve it to share 
it with others. While browsing other 
photographer's portfolio's I would 


always get glued to landscape images 
and that's when I decided to stick to 
this genre of photography. 

Which has been your favourite 
destination for photography? 

There are too many to list. But I love 
visiting Big Sur, Santa Cruz and other 
coastal towns along Pacific Highway for 
seascape shots. Apart from that I love 
spending time in Yosemite National 
Park and Redwood National Park. 

According to you, what is the most 
difficult aspect of this genre? 

As I mentioned earlier, nature is 
always changing and that puts you in 
a condition of not knowing what to 
expect when you arrive at a location. 
You can check all the weather forecast 
and conditions and be completely 
prepared to capture some beautiful 
clouds, but by sunset, all clouds could 
disappear leaving you with a boring 
blue sky. Often, you have to visit the 
same spot multiple times to get the 
perfect shot in right conditions. And 
landscape photographers are known 
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to have a good amount of patience 
- when things don't go as expected, 
you know you have to return back to 
the same location and go through the 
whole cycle again. This is just about 
being at the location. Photography is 
all about light and capturing perfect 
details. In landscape photography, the 
photographer has limited control over 
the light and conditions. We can use 
filters to capture the best light possible, 
but that would get you only so far. Ever 
changing conditions make landscape 
photography very challenging. 

How do you generallly prepare for 
your shoots? 

Digital age has made landscape 
photography somewhat easier. Now 
a days you have apps which help 
you figure out the exact position 
of sun/moon/milky way with your 
subject. Satellite images help you to 


predict cloud cover. These help in 
getting some idea of the conditions. 

1 spend a lot of time scouting for 
compositions. If 1 want to capture a 
specific subject and the conditions are 
not right, 1 would try to utilize that 
trip to completely scout the location, 
so that when 1 come the next time, 1 
already have potential compositions 
in mind. Apart from this, 1 always look 
for inspiration from other landscape 
photographers and keep following 
their work to learn new things which 1 
would try in my next shoot. 

Digital processing can do wonders 
to images nowadays. What is your 
personal opinion on editing tools? 

1 feel post-processing is very 
important part of photography. In 
fact, capturing a good composition 
with perfect light is just half the task. 
Post processing is where you really 


emphasize certain aspects in the 
composition to convey your vision. 

For example if the main subject 
in a photo has a small amount of 
glow from sunset, 1 would process 
the rest of the image on a darker 
tone so the viewer's eye notices 
the glow. There are many ways of 
using post-processing to improve 
your composition and 1 always think 
about my final image while taking a 
photograph. Having the final image 
in your mind helps you to plan 
additional shots in different settings 
which might be needed during 
post processing. Post-processing is 
the reason why two photographer 
shooting identical composition of 
the same subject could come up with 
completely different end-results. 

What is the philosophy behind your 
photography? 
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It's kind of difficult to 
put it in words. But, I 
like how photography 
changes the way you see 
things around you. It's 
kind of interesting to 
see how a photographer 
composes a shot, 
noticing details which 
a casual traveller might 
miss. Like making use 
of a small puddle to 
capture a reflection or 
using light patterns to 
draw attention to your 
main subject. Combine 
this with excitement 
of visiting beautiful 
landscapes and you got 
yourself a driving force 
to head out :) 

Any advice that you'd 
like to give beginners 
in this genre? 

There are a couple of 
things which I wish 
I would have known 
during my initial days 
of photography. First, 
figure out the type of 
photography you like 
and stick to it. When you 
are just getting started 
with photography, it is 
easy to get excited and 
try out different types of 
photography. But, figure 
out the one you like the 
most and then pursue 
that one. This helps you 
build focus and spend 
time in learning various 
aspects of that genre of 
photography. Second, 
look out for critique from 
other photographers 
or general public. In 
general, your friends 
and family would 
always appreciate your 
work and that helps 
with morale, but if you 
want to improve your 
photography skills, you 
need to get critique 
from other people who 
provide comments based 
purely on the quality of 
your photographs. |SP

Krakow 

- The City with 
Many Faces 


In the February 2015 issue of 
Smart photography, we had 
carried a photo feature on 
Warsaw, the capital of Poland. 
This is the second part of a 
two-part series on Poland. 
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W hile Krakow, the second 

largest city in Poland, may 
have been relegated from 
being the capital of Poland during 
medieval times to being the capital 
of Lesser Poland today, its charm 
surely has not lessened. In fact, in the 
year 2000, it was declared one of the 
European Capitals of Culture. Not only 
that, this year it has been selected as 


the European City of Sports. 

It projects multiple identities. The 
area around Wawel Castle and Town 
Square [a UNESCO World Heritage 
site) is distinctly medieval. Ghetto, 
the Jewish quarters, Kazimierz, and 
the Schindler's Factory collectively 
have a WW-11 Holocaust gestalt. The 
riverside of Vistula (or Wisfa in Polish) 


is as scenic as any other European 
city on banks of a river and the newer 
outskirts of the city have a strong 
European countryside imprint. 

Many things fascinated me about 
Krakow and these were instrumental 
in my cancelling my trip to Prague as 
Krakow itself offered plenty to see and 
experience. 1 was fortunate to have a 
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couple of local friends 
act as guides. They 
helped me determine 
my itinerary. 1 decided 
to do what the locals in 
Krakow would. 

1 spent a couple 
of evenings in the 
Kazimierz area generally 
strolling around the 
Jewish quarters of the 
city, checking out an old 
building block where 
Steven Spielberg shot 
'Schindler's List', visiting 
a Jewish cemetery and 
sipping beer at roadside 
cafes popular amongst 
the locals. 

1 also spent almost 
half a day in the Town 
Square. It is the largest 
town square in Europe. 
Besides housing the 
Renaissance Cloth Hall 
[Sukiennice) and the old 
clock tower, it also has 
St. Mary's church, a Hard 
Rock Cafe, a few bronze 
statues and a few score 
roadside cafes. 

That sunny afternoon in 
the main market square 
turned rainy in a couple 
of hours. Mesmerised, 1 
watched the rain while 
an endless stream of 
people, with or without 
umbrellas, walked, 
cycled or skated about 
the square. My viewing 
vantage was the outdoor 
summer lounge of 
Hawefka - a restaurant 
established in 1876! 

Another afternoon, 1 
found myself collecting 
ink-stamped postcard 
souvenirs in 'Schindler's 
Factory', which has 
now been turned 
in to a museum. It 
vividly illustrates the 
role played by Oskar 
Schindler in saving the 
lives of hundreds of Jews 
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Just an ordinary house facade in Krakow 


The courtyard where the 'Schindler's List' scene of Podgorze 
Ghetto being liquidated was shot 
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while Nazis were sending them all to 
Auschwitz and other concentration 
and extermination camps. 

1 even devoted a day driving out to a 
couple of ancient castles (Zamek in 
Polish), which attract local weekend 
picnickers. It was a joy to drive 
through quaint small towns where the 
cemeteries had fresh flowers on every 
grave, thick forests had well-defined 
walking trails, roadside offered a view 
of freshly harvested fields with rolled 
up hay bails and every face you saw 
had a genuine smile. 


One of the castles we visited was in 
ruins - the Ogrodzieniec Castle. This 
late 14th century castle is perhaps 
the most scenic one 1 have ever seen. 
The landscape around is idyllic, the 
calcium [limestone) rocks in the 
vicinity have a character and the 
approach to the castle ruins had a 
carnival feel. Locals from Krakow 
throng here for a weekend outing. 
Since it was a warm summer day, 
there were plenty of ice cream and 
drink kiosks. 1 found visitors donning 
both, the most modern attire and the 
period outfits. 


In Krakow, it didn't surprise me to see 
buskers playing concert instruments 
like the cello or the concert flute, 
the tourists sipping a Tyskie beer 
in stagecoach drawn by a couple of 
well-fed, well-looked after, spotted 
stallions, or even a roadside cafe using 
old sewing machines as tables for the 
guests. Like Warsaw, cycling seems a 
religion even in Krakow. Despite its 
many ups and downs, the disposition 
of the city is generally happy and 1 
have no hesitation is saying that here >

Significance of Mahashivratri 

The day before the new moon is known 
as 'Shivratri' and there are totally 12 
in a year. The one in February-March 
called 'Mahashivratri' is considered 
most auspicious since it is claimed 
that there is a boost in human energy 
and that on this night we tend to be 
more spiritually inclined which is why 
many consider it apt to remain awake 
throughout the night and soak in the 
natural boost of energy. 



R ecently Hindus across India 
celebrated Mahashivratri (See 
box for significance). Of all the 
gods in the Hindu pantheon, ‘Shiva, 
the destroyer’, is considered to be 
one of the most impressive. Let us 
begin with some famous sitting Shiva 
statues and then take a glance at some 
interesting Shiva temples in India. 

Murudeshwara temple in 
Karnataka - The Murudeshwara 
Shiva statue is 123 feet in height, 
supposedly took about two years 
to build, and is the second tallest 
Shiva statue in the world with the 
Kailashnath Mahadev statue of 


Nepal considered to be the first. 
Murudeshwar is another name 
of Shiva. During the Ramayana, 
the gods conspired to prevent the 
demon king of Lanka, King Ravana, 
from gaining immortality after 
getting the Atmalinga [soul of Shiva). 
Realising he had been tricked, 
Ravana tried to destroy Atmalinga 
and a part of it took the shape of a 
cow's ear giving the place its name 
of Gokarna where 'Gau' means cow 
and 'Kama' means ear. Visitors could 
take the lift to the last floor of the 
20-storeyed gopuram [pagoda) from 
where they could get a breath-taking 
view of the massive Shiva, which is 


surrounded on three sides by the 
azure blue Arabian Sea. 

Siddhesvara Dham in Sikkim - 

Siddhesvara Dham is 5 km from 
Namchi where the words are derived 
from Nam [sky) and Chi [high). Here 
a 108 feet tall statue of Shiva in a 
sitting posture, replicas of the 12 
Jyotirlingas and an 18 feet tall statue 
of Kirateshwar can be seen. It is said 
that Arjuna took the blessings of 
Shiva who appeared before him as 
a hunter [Kirateshwar) and so the 
Pandavas won the Mahabharata war 
against the Kauravas. Namchi, about 
80 km from Gangtok and Siliguri, 
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is well connected to other towns in 
Sikkim and West Bengal. 

Shivagiri statue in Karnataka - 

The 85 feet tall and 1,500 tons Shiva 
statue made of steel and cement at 
Bijapur in Karnataka is around 3 
km from Bijapur City on the Ukkali 
Road. It supposedly took over a year 
to construct and was unveiled in 
2006. Interestingly, 'Shiva Charite' i.e. 
mythological tales about Shiva are to 
be engraved on 


the temple walls for the benefit 
of devotees. 

Nageshwar statue in Gujarat - 

At about 82 feet, the statue in 
a sitting position is one of the 
major attractions of this temple 
in Dwarka, Gujarat, which 
incidentally is also one of the 
12 Jyotirlinga shrines. There 
are direct buses from Jamnagar 
and Ahmedabad. Dwarka is on 
the Ahmedabad-Okha broad

Significance of Shiva symbolism 


Apart from the spiritual angle, elements of Shiva statues 
have a symbolism for daily life. The crescent moon in 
his matted locks symbolize the waxing and waning of 
the moon i.e. the beginning to the end. The venomous 
cobra around his neck like an ornament depicts the 
Kundalini Shakti or dormant coiled serpentine power 
which every individual possesses and could unleash 
through the practice of yoga. His trident weapon shows 
will, action and knowledge - the power to dispel evil and 


ignorance. Where the tiger is a symbol of lust, his being 
seated on a tiger skin means control of lust. The deer 
near Shiva, which represents a quicksilver mind shows 
a calm thought process. Shiva rides a bull, denoting that 
he is the protector of Dharma or right conduct. Even his 
representations have meaning - as 'Dakshinamurthy' 
he is a teacher of yoga, music, and wisdom and as 
'Ardhanarishwara' where one half of his body is male and 
the other half is female, is symbolic of a perfect marriage.

Devotees will 
be pleased to know that this temple, 
unlike many other temples, is kept 
open for 24 hours. Below the statue, 
there are replicas of Shiva lingas and 
one of them here is made of ice like 
the one at Amarnath. The overall 


atmosphere, with Shiva seated in a 
lotus posture and meditating, is akin to 
seeing Shiva in Mount Kailas with the 
sky as a backdrop. 

Bhanjanagar in Odisha - The over 60 
feet tall statue, considered to be the 
seventh tallest Shiva statue in India, is 
situated near the Bhanjanagar water 
reservoir in Odisha and the only park 
in that state with a toy train facility. |SP 
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T he northern part of Italy 
is the lake district of the 
country and three of the 
largest lakes bordering the 
southern side of the Alps are to be 
found here. These three lakes are 
Lake Garda, Lake Como and Lake 


Maggiore. Lake Maggiore is the 
second largest lake in Italy and 
extends right up to the southern 
part of Switzerland. Its shore 
line covers the Italian region of 
Piedmont and Lombardy and the 
Swiss canton of Ticino. The lake 


extends for 65 kms and is very 
close to lake Lugano in Switzerland.

r is it, that man is inherently lazy, 
and technology merely helps 
him to become/justify/glorify/ 
his laziness, both physical and mental? 
You will have to find that answer for 
yourself, but those are good questions. 

I come from a background of 
traditional, hard-core documentary, 
film-and-chemicals, photo-journalistic 
photography. I had a mental block 
to anything technical - including 


computers - on which I am writing 
this short piece. This business 
of shooting and processing and 
cataloguing and creating images 
digitally was - and still is - not only 
a steep learning curve, but indeed a 
whole new different world. 

But eventually, digital won! Armed 
with a SONY EXPERIA Z1 Smartphone, 
I became averse to carrying my heavy, 
bulky, attention-grabbing full-frame 


cameras. The quality and the colours 
on my mobile phone seduced me. I 
was mesmerized by what this 'small, 
little phone' could do. 

Though I knew that it is not a 
replacement for a professional 
camera for commercial and editorial 
assignments, its quality was good for 
almost everything else.

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camera on the streets couldn't be 
serious, right? And no one could 
take someone seriously who takes

How to get the best 
out of your lens! 

This article will guide you on how to use your 
lens optimally in specific situations to get the 
best photographs. 


A s a photography enthusiast you 
may be having a D-SLR / ILC and 
a lens [or a set of lenses) that 
cover the focal lengths that you use 
most. While what you have may cover 
the focal range that you need, are you 
making the right lens choice to get the 
best results? Apart from this, the choice 
of aperture too has a great bearing on 
the results. Inappropriate selection of 
these two parameters will result in [to 
mention a few cases): 

• Odd looking portraits 
• Too much unwanted background 
• Landscapes that are not sharp 
• Subject too small, etc. 

First the most fundamental point - 
never assume that there is specific focal 
length that you must set for a particular 
situation like a portrait or landscape. 
That idea is very limiting and should 
be discarded. With that as the starting 
point, let us look at some specific 
situations. 

Portraits: Start with this simple 
exercise by taking the help of a friend. 


Use a short focal length that you have, 
say around 28mm [please see note 
below). Now go as close as possible 
to your friend and take a frame-filling 
portrait [Picture 1). Next, use a long 
focal length [say 85mm) and again 
take a frame-filling portrait [Picture 
2). Note that you need to move farther 
away now since longer focal length 
creates a bigger image. Compare these 
two pictures and closely observe the 
features of your friend. You will notice 
that in the 28mm image, some of the 
features like forehead and nose look 
larger than what normally you would 
see. In fact they look quite odd and 
many call this as 'distortion' but that 
is incorrect. 1 suggest you don't show 
your friend the first image as he will 
surely be displeased with it. However, 
you will notice that features look more 
natural in the 85mm shot. So what 
has happened? Most will say that the 
image is better because you used a 
longer focal length. This is not true! You 
moved back and this has changed what 

is called the 'perspective', resulting in 

a better-looking image. Remember, 
perspective, which defines the 


relative sizes of various elements 
within the frame, is independent of 
focal length! 

You will naturally ask yourself that 
if this is the case, will you get same 
perspective if you stand at the same 
place [as you did when you used the 
85mm focal length) but use a 28mm 
focal length? Yes you will! The next 
question would be, if this is so, why 
should you use longer focal lengths for 
a portrait? Can you just not move back, 
use the same short focal length [say 
28mm) and get the right perspective? 
The answer is once again, yes. However, 
since you would be using a 28mm now, 
the portrait will not be frame filling 


Note: Focal lengths corresponding 
to a full-frame camera have been 
used thoughout the article for 
consistency. If you are using an APC 
format D-SLR then divide this focal 
length by 1.5 (Nikon) or 1.6 (Canon) 
to get the equivalent focal length. If 
you are using the Micro 4/3 format 
then the division factor will be two. 
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Picture 1: Portrait of a mannequin made at a close 
subject distance. You will notice that in this image the 
subject looks somewhat odd - large nose, chin, forehead, 
cap, etc. 


and you need to crop to get the subject 
size you want. This means that you will 
throw away pixels, thus reducing the 
image quality. 

Many portraits are spoiled just because 
the camera is simply too close to the 
subject. As a thumb-rule, keep at 
least one meter (or about 3.5 ft.) 
from the subject regardless of the 
focal length you will be using. This 
gives you a proper perspective and 
makes the person look more natural. 

These days' selfies are one of the 
most popular types of portraits taken. 

A majority of these are taken with 
cell-phone cameras which a have 
focal length of something like 28mm, 
which is fairly short. Hence, there is 
a tendency to bring the cell-phone 
close to get a frame filling portrait. 

This will create the not-so-desirable 
effects already explained. So, if you

are taking a selfie make sure that you 
stretch your arm as much as possible 
to get maximum distance between you 
and the phone-camera. Of course the 
subject will be smaller and you need to 
crop but this is the only solution. With 
the present high-megapixel cell phones, 
some cropping will still be acceptable 
for social media applications. 

How else can you use your lens to 
get good portraits? Portraits do not 
mean just the face of the person. 

You can also do what are called 
'environmental portraits'. These include 
the surrounding scene to give a flavor of 
the environment [Picture 3). For such 
portraits, focal lengths which are around 
35mm are ideal. When you are doing an 
environmental portrait, you must make 
sure that only the relevant background

- which supports the theme - should be 
included. 

Unless you are interested in doing 
an environmental portrait, the 
background should be blurry and 
not draw any attention to it. Even in

an environmental portrait, it should 
be a tad less sharp than the subject. 

You can reduce the sharpness of the 
background by keeping it far from 
the subject [conditions permitting) 
and also by using wider aperture for 
shallow depth of field [DOF). This 
means that you should use large 
apertures. Remember the basics - large 
apertures means small f/numbers. 
Using an aperture of f/2 or f/2.8 will 
help you to soften the background. This 
is one of the great advantages of using a 
lens with a large aperture. 

Unnecessary objects, especially in 
the background, will make the image 
cluttered and will reduce the impact. 

To constrain the background while 
maintaining the same subject size, 
you can move farther from the subject 
and use a longer focal length. This 
will reduce the background covered 
and may help you in eliminating the 
unwanted background elements. For 
more details see the next section. 

Controlling the background coverage: 

One more exercise! Keep a toy or a box 
or something about a foot [30cm) tall 
on a table and photograph it using a 
short focal length [28mm, for example) 
and a long focal length, say 85mm. 

While doing this you must follow one 
important point. You must keep the 
subject size the same - say, it should be 
half the height of the frame you see in 
your viewfinder. Now, to maintain the 
same size you will have to go nearer 
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when you use the shorter focal length 
and conversely move father away 
when you use the longer focal length. 
Observe the background in both these 
cases [Pictures 4 and 5). You will note 
that when you use a short focal length, 
while the subject size remained [half 
the height in the viewfinder) larger part 
of the background will be visible. This 
is the effect of the angle-of-view [AOV). 
Short focal lengths will have a larger 
AOV and thus cover a larger area. 

So why is this useful? As you have seen 
in the previous section, judicious use of 


focal length can cut background clutter. 
This is true for almost any photograph - 
be it portrait or landscape or even table 
top. 

Landscapes: What is the best focal 
length for a landscape? Most people say 
"the wider the better". This is however, 
not true. Focal lengths from 24mm to 
35mm are generally most useful. They 
will include a moderate amount of 
background thus making composing 
easy [Picture 6). 

Shorter focal length can certainly be 
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used and will provide even more drama 
but tend to make the background 
elements too small and are useful only 
in special circumstances, when you have 
a close foreground element and a large 
background subject [Picture 7). As just 
mentioned, they also include too much 
of background. The result is that it is 
difficult to compose effectively with very 
short focal lengths like 18mm. 

Also, nature presents excellent patterns 
and abstracts. These type of subjects 
need a part of the scene to be isolated 
and extracted. This is possible with 
telephoto lenses. So don't forget to 
use longer focal lengths to explore 
these possibilities [Picture 8) when 
photographing landscapes. 

Another important aspect when

Now you know how the 
two important parameters 
of the lens - the focal 
length and aperture - 
influence the final image. 
It is necessary for you 
to follow the guidelines

Subject too small: Often, the subject 
occupies a very small area in the frame. 
Unless the subject occupies at least 30% 
of the area of the frame [there could 
always be exceptions) it will be too small 
to make an impact on the viewer. This 
is a very commonly occurring problem 
especially when photographing wildlife 
and birds. In extreme cases, birds look 
like insects [Picture 9)! So what is the 
remedy? Use the longest focal length 
you have, either by zooming in or by 
changing the lens to a longer focal 
length [Picture 10). What if you used the

wide-angle lens expands the distance

T heory generally teaches us to use 
shutter speeds that create sharp- 
looking photos. So, lighting 
permitting, we use a fast shutter speed 
to freeze any subject movement. In 
low light situations, we either boost 
the ISO or use slower shutter speed, 
often using a tripod. Using an action- 
stopping shutter speed is fine in most 
circumstances, but the guideline is not 
written in stone. Often, to be creative, 
we need to use slower shutter speeds 
to record movement in our 'still' 
photographs. This is true even in 
fashion photography. Hence let me 
show you few examples as to when 
to use slow shutter speeds to shoot a 
technically correct picture and when 
to use slow shutter speeds to make an 
artistic picture. 

Picl 

This shot was taken when the sun was 
a little above the horizon. The model 
had blonde hair and very fair skin. 

She was positioned such that the sun 
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back-lit the hair and part of the body. 
Due to the back-light, her face was 
getting under lit. Hence a big reflector 
was positioned in front of her which 
reflected some light to her face. This 
shoot was for a lingerie brand and 
the details of the lingerie had to be 
captured. The camera was mounted 
on a sturdy tripod. In order to restrict 
the zone of sharpness between her 
bra and hair, an aperture of f/5.6 was 
used; the optimum aperture of the 
lens was also f/5.6, which provided 
the best possible sharpness. The 
measured shutter speed was 1/3 
sec at the ISO we were using. In this 
particular instance the slow shutter 
speed of 1/3 sec was not intended to 
record some blur in the picture; it was 
due to the ISO, lighting condition and 
the aperture used. Naturally, we had 
to request the model to stay perfectly 
still during the exposure. 

Pic 2 

This was a portfolio shot for the 
model, who was placed in front of 
some greenery. The light was from 
the rear but more from her left side. 
Due to the back light and her hair 
projecting further than her face, her

face was more or less in a shadow. The 
overall light was not strong enough 
to use a reflector to brighten up her 
face and so a softb ox- mounted flash 
head was positioned in front of and 
above her head height, which created 
the soft catch-light and cast a soft 
shadow under her nose [effectively 
like glamour lighting). A trial shot at 
the flash-sync speed showed proper 



Pics 3, 4, and 5 

These three pictures were shot 
in a bungalow. The assignment 
called for 'good, classy portraits' 
and hence we chose to create 
what is known as 'environmental 
portraits'. Bungalow interior 
shots look interesting when shot 
in warm light and hence light 
from a sun gun was bounced 
on the ceiling to illuminate the 
subject and the backdrop [Pic 
3).

shots, a warm colour cast on the dress 
that the model wore was acceptable. 

In Pic 4, the light from the sun gun 
was bounced on a white wall, which 
created that 'window-light' feel. In Pic 
5 one sun gun's light was bounced off 
the ceiling to give an overall fill-in and 
a second sun gun was used directly to 
light up her face, but was positioned 
much far away from her face in order 
to reduce its intensity. Light output 
from sun guns is much less than from 
electronic flash, and hence using 
slow shutter speeds often become a 
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necessity. This is a good example how 
a handy and cheap continuous light 
source can be used along with slow 
shutter speeds to create 
artistic portraits. 

Pic 6 is a shot from a much toppish 
angle and is a result of a clever use of 
mixed lighting - a studio flash within 
a softbox to illuminate the model's 
face and a sun gun [almost behind 
her) to light up her swirling 'skirt'. 
Extra diffusers had to be placed within 
the softbox to further reduce the 
light. 'Cutters' [stray-light stoppers) 
were used as needed to control the 
unwanted spills. The model was asked 
to gyrate around herself and the

moment she faces the softbox, the shot 
had to be taken using a slow shutter 
speed. The flash helped to freeze the 
face while the continuous source 
aided by the slow shutter speed 
captured her 'spin' artistically. 

Pics 7, 8 & 9 

These three pictures were shot 
outdoors in low light. The sky was the 
only light source and the model was 
asked to look a bit towards the sky 
so that her face would be reasonably 
well-lit. In Pic 7 an assistant was 
asked to hold the corner of her stole 
and to shake it to achieve movement. 

In Pic 8 & 9, more movement of the 
colourful stole was desired and hence 
the stole was shaken vigorously. Using 
slower shutter speeds would record 
greater movement of the stole and 
hence a neutral density filter was used 
over the lens, which in turn allowed 
for even slower shutter speeds. This 
way the lovely riot of colours created 
the impressionistic pictures. 

Please note that deliberate blurs 
are very much 'in' as far as fashion 
photography is concerned and can 
be seen in the features of many 
international fashion magazines. 
Sometimes some designers insist on 
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S' blurry pictures as they create a mood, 
o add a fashion feel to the picture, show 
£ ^ the colour scheme and design of the 
■c § dress and at the same time cleverly 
E 1. hide the intricate patterns on the 


dress material making it difficult for 
competition to copy the same easily. 
This fact is at times mentioned so 
that the viewer should not mistake 
the shoot to have been executed with

labelled as a faulty shoot. The tone 
in all the pictures above has been 
tweaked in post to create a desired

Have you ever tried to photograph a frame-filling light- 
tone subject, like, say, snow? You have? Yes, so what was 
the end result? Was your snow white with detail, or did 
the snow turn grey and 'muddy'?

I f you go by the recommendation 
of the exposure meter, your snow 
will most likely turn grey, indicating 
underexposure. Why is that, you may ask? 
It's quite elementary my dear Watson! 
Exposure meters are so designed that 
whatever you point it at, will turn into a 
mid-tone [and the right way to meter is to

ensure that only a single tone is 
being measured). 

So, unless you modify the reading by using 
the 'meter' lodged in-between your two 
ears, your exposure will go wrong. If the 
snow is sunlit, you may need to use +1.5 
to 2 stops of exposure compensation; if 


the snow is in shade, may be +1 stop of 
exposure compensation would suffice. |SP 

Tip: Don't rely on the camera's LCD screen 
to tell you if the exposure is right or not. 

All camera LCDs are overly bright; instead 
learn to use the histogram and the highlight 
warning [blinkies). 



Create a Silhouette 

Silhouettes can add drama to your scene

A silhouette [pronounced sil- 
u-ete) is an image of a scene/ 
human being/animal etc 
depicted as a solid shape or form 
against a brighter background. 

Silhouetted subjects are normally 
black in colour. Best silhouettes are 
usually created at sunrise/sunsets, 
and include a striking element within. 

Silhouettes convey mystery or drama. 

Silhouettes are very easy to create. 

Basically, you take a meter reading for 
the bright background and expose as 
per this reading. This will place the 
subject in front in shadow. 

Try this out. Select a sunset scene but 
ensure that there are recognisable 
elements [like trees or rocks or people 
etc) in the frame, which will create 
a black shape against the bright 
background and also provide a feeling 
of depth. 

1 . It's best to set your camera to 
Aperture Priority mode, though, if you 
know how to use the Manual exposure 
mode, you may do so. 

2. Set the native ISO [usually ISO 
100), aperture to around f/8 or f/11 
for a good depth of field. Meter the 
bright background [Centre-weighted 
metering usually works better in 
this case). The shutter speed will be 
automatically calculated and set by the 
camera since you will be using Shutter 
Priority mode. 

3. Focus on the foreground element 
in the scene. Take the shots. If you 
like, you may take a few more shots, 
varying the framing. |SP 



Note 

a) If the sun is in the frame, do not place 
it in the centre of your composition. Place 
the sun as per the rule of the thirds. 

b) If your camera has Auto D-Lighting 


[Nikons) or Auto Lighting Optimiser 
[Canons), it is better to switch this 
feature off since it tries to 'open up' the 
shadows [we want the element in front 
to be as black as possible). 


c) You may even tiy some minus 
exposure compensation. This will 
saturate the colours in the background 
and also keep the foreground subject as 
dark as possible.

Use Shutter 
Speeds Creatively 


W hile aperture controls the 

quantity of light entering the 
lens, shutter speed controls 
the duration, or, for how long 'that' 
quantity of light [permitted by the 
aperture) is allowed to act on the film/ 
sensor. The shutter speed that you use 
also has a bearing on the final image. 
Fast shutter speeds freeze the action, 
while slow shutter speeds create the 
feeling of movement. The ng 
photographer' always uses the 
appropriate shutter speed. 


1 am sure you must have often seen 
photos of flying helicopters; may be 
you have some such photos in your 
own collection. Check them out. When 
you see a helicopter flying, your eyes 
can detect the movement of the rotor 
blades but more often than not, you 
will see the rotor blades frozen in your 
photos. [Pic 1) Just imagine, if the rotor 
blades were steady, the aircraft would 
crash! The reason for this mistake is 
using too fast a shutter speed. The 
shutter speed should be such that the

aircraft should be sharp [or reasonably 
sharp), while the blades should show 
some amount of blur. [Pic 2) 

Same goes for a speeding car [or any 
other fast-moving object). If you use a 
very high shutter speed, say l/4000sec, 
to photograph a speeding car, you will 
freeze the movement of the car but will 
that convey to the viewer that the car 
was actually speeding? The answer 
is 'No'. 

Now consider that you are 
photographing flowing water. [You 
are using a 'still' camera, not a 'video' 
camera). Obviously, you need to use a 
slow shutter speed [with camera on 
a firm tripod) if you wish to portray 
movement of the water [Pic 3). 

Okay, but how do you know what 
shutter speed to use under different 
situations? There are no hard and 
fast rules. The shutter speed you use 
will depend on the speed at which 
your subject is moving, your position 
in relation to the subject, the distance 
between you and the subject, the focal 
length in use and finally, the effect you 
are after So it's best to try various 
shutter speeds and eventually select 
the ones you like. You may also like to 
consider a 'panning' picture. 








Method 


Note: 

a) If the subject is very far 
from you, you will not be 
happy with the panning. 


Panning (Pic 4] 

Take a look at this picture. The subject 
is relatively sharp but the background 
is blurred. To achieve such shots, you 
need to use slow shutter speeds and 
'pan' [move] the camera at the same 
speed as the subject and when the 
subject is perpendicular to the camera 
position, trip the shutter, but continue 
the panning movement even during 

the actual exposure. The blurring 
background effect will depend on the 


shutter speed you choose, the focal 
length you use, the speed at which you 
pan [which will depend on the speed at 
which the subject is moving), and the 
amount of clutter in the background. 
Let me clarify about the 'clutter'. For 
effective panning, the background 
must have some elements like a fence, 
trees, poles, people etc. You cannot pan 
successfully against a plain sky or a 
plain wall for example. 

Why does panning work? 

When you pan the camera [keeping the 
subject centered in the frame) at the 


same speed as that of the subject, the 
relative speed difference between the 
camera and the subject is zero [hence 
the sharp image of the subject in the 
photo), but the background, which is 
stationary, shows streaks created by 
the camera movement. 


b) Use a wide-angle lens of 
around 28mm or 35mm [the 
better depth of field offered 
by such lenses will make up 
for any focussing errors) and 
stay close to the subject. This 
will force you to pan fast, 
providing you with a better 
panning effect. At the same 
time, don't be so very close to 
the subject that you might be 
accidentally hit by the subject. 


c) A fast-moving motor-cycle 
or a car may require you to 
use a faster shutter speed. 
Don't be afraid to do so if 
necessary. I have had excellent 
panning shots of very fast- 
moving motor-cyclists at even 
1/250 sec. 


O Stand with your legs comfortably wide apart and pre-focus your 
camera on a particular spot on the ground where you expect the subject 
to pass. That spot should be perpendicular to where you are standing. If you 
have autofocussed, change over to manual focus. 

® Set your camera to Shutter Priority mode with the shutter speed to, 
say, l/30sec. Set the lowest ISO for the lighting condition. Remember, you 
are to stand at a position where the subject will be perpendicular to you at 
the moment of exposure. 

® As the subject starts moving [say, a motorcycle), keep the subject in 
the centre of the frame and pan the camera in a smooth arc; only move 
your upper torso, not the legs. Continue to keep the subject centred in the 
frame but avoid the temptation to focus on the subject [you have already 
focussed on the ground where the subject will pass). 



O Smoothly release the shutter a fraction of a second before the subject 
passes over the pre-focussed point, but continue the panning movement 
This is very important Do not stop momentarily when you release the 
shutter; continue the pan. 

® Try shooting at other slow shutter speeds. You can later decide which 
shutter speed gave the best results.

We create photographs for our 
pleasure. Once our pictures are 
ready, we appreciate our work 
of art and often do nothing to 
further improve them. We do 
not even try to see if there is 
a possibility of improvement. 
So, the next time you have a 
good photo, make a copy of 
the original (so that you have 
a back-up, just in case) and 
try to improve upon it. Are the 


highlights too bright and the 
shadows too deep? If yes, try to 
correct them (for example, by 
using the Shadows/Highlights 
Tool in Photoshop). Is your 
horizon cutting the picture into 
two equal (or almost equal) 
parts? Yes? Try to crop using 
the Crop Tool as shown in some 
examples above. Is your picture 
lacking in contrast? Try boosting 
the contrast with whichever 


method you are comfortable 
with. It sometimes helps to 
ask a friend (who understands 
photography) what he feels 
about your photos. But, most 
friends do not want to hurt your 
feelings and will always say 
good things about your pictures. 
Hence only ask a friend who is 
not afraid to tell you the truth. 
Don't be upset with him for he is 
your 'good' friend!

T he compact camera is not dead 
yet nor is it going to die very 
soon. It is in fact reinventing 
itself and camera manufacturers have 
rightly decided to emphasise and work 
on two aspects of these cameras which 
Smartphones cannot get close to or match, 
at least, not in the short term. These two 
aspects relate to (1) size of the sensor and 
(2) the zoom ratio. 

Depending on which aspect is to be 
emphasized, you will, therefore, find the 
semi-professional compact camera with a 
bigger sensor and a Tasf, quality lens or the 
super zoom/bridge camera with a zoom 
range that is more thanl2 to 15x. 

On our test bench this month are four 
semi-professional compact cameras 


from Canon, Panasonic and Sony. These 
are Canon PowerShot G7X, Canon 
PowerShot GIX Mark II, Panasonic 
Lumix DMC-LX 100, and Sony Cyber- 
shot DSC-RXIOO III. 

The Sony Cyber-shot RX-lOO III is in fact 
our current SP champion having won the 
2014 Compact Professional Camera of the 
Year Award. 

Design and Build Quality 

The Canon Powershot G7X was Canon’s 
response to the highly successful RXlOO 
series from Sony. The G7X sports a well 
finished metal body. Surprisingly, it 
lacks a handgrip. The fixed 24-100 mm 
fl.8-2.8 lens comes with optical image 
stabilisation. Quality of the dials and 
switches is high. The G7X measures 


103mm X 60mm x 40mm and 
weighs 304g. 

The PowerShot GIX Mark II is a more 
advanced version of the G7X. The body is 
made from metal, finely finished in matte. 

It has a prominent rubber grip. The lens is a 
24- 120mm f/2-3.9 and sports optical image 
stabilisation. Two control dials make it easy 
to operate, and the buttons and dials are of 
high quality. The GIX weighs 553g and has 
dimensions of 1 16.3 x 74.0 x 66.2mm. 

The LX 100 is larger than its predecessor, 
the LX-7. It is also not pocketable. Build 
quality, however, is very good, the body 
itself being made of aluminium. All 
the dials and controls are also of a high 
quality and have a fine quality feel to 
them. The 24-75mm fl.7-2.8 Leica DC 
Vario Summilux lens protrudes from the 
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body thanks to its ‘fast’ lens that prevents 
the camera from being pocketable. It, 
however, comes with a 43mm filter 
thread which is useful. The camera has 
dimensions of 1 15mm x 66mm x 55mm 
and weighs 393g. Remember, the 
GM 5, Panasonic’s latest mirrorless 
camera measures 98.5mm x 54.9mm x 


30.4mm and weighs 274g and is therefore 
even smaller and lighter. 

The RXlOO series have been a runaway 
success for Sony. The RXlOO III continues 
that tradition. The front and top plates are 
made of aluminium and the main body 
from engineering plastics. The pop-up 


viewfinder is unique and arguably, the 
weakest portion of the camera. The RXlOO 
III measures 102mm x 58mm x 41mm and 
weighs 290g.

Value for Money 

The Canon G7X retails at Rs.44,995, 
while the Canon GIX Mark II carries a 
price tag of Rs. 58, 995. The Panasonic 


LXlOO is not available in India. 
However, it is available in UK at an 
equivalent MRP of approximately 
Rs.50,000. The Sony RXlOO III 
carries an MRP of Rs. 54,990. 
However, consideration should be 
given to the fact that both Canon and 
Sony have far better distribution in 
terms of outlets and an elaborate

S igma DP- series cameras were 
criticised for the lower resolution 
(pixel ratings) of the final image 
captured by Foveon sensors. Now Sigma 
has addressed this issue by redesigning 
the sensor and processing methods to 
provide high- resolution images with the 
latest Foveon sensor. The Quattro series 
consist of three models, the DPI, DP2, 
and DP3. We are testing the Sigma DPI 
with 19.1 million effective pixels. 

Design and Build Quality 

The DPI Quattro has a rather 
unconventional design. It has a very wide 
body with a trapezoidal grip that extends 
diagonally backwards. With this design, 
it is not very easy to carry around in a a 
hand bag. Th camera is constructed with 
a combination of metal and plastic on the 
exterior. There is a rubber grip at the back, 
which is certainly misplaced and does not 
serve its purpose. The camera has a metal 
tripod receptacle, surrounded by rubber 
strips that cushion the camera when 
mounted on a tripod.

in imaging. The sensor unit consists 
of three layers of photo diodes, each 
layer with a single primary colour 
filter. Each layer samples every point 
on the image plain, thus extracting all 
information from every point, unlike 
Bayer filter arrays that sample a single 
colour from every pixel point. This 
results, a least theoretically, in richer 
and more accurate colours, providing 
a more realistic look to the images. 

The real advantage is that data from 
Foveon sensors are complete with all 
information and hence the processor 
does not need to interpolate or guess’ 
colours that are not available at 
certain points. 

The Quattro series includes the DPI, 
DP2, and DP3, which respectively 
feature 19mm, 30mm, and 50mm f/2.8 
fixed lenses, providing 35mm fields of 
view of 28mm, 45mm, and 75mm. The 
DPI Quattro series uses an APS-C size 
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(23. 5x15. 7mm) Foveon X3 Quattro Direct 
Image Sensor (CMOS). The Quattro 
has a top layer with four times the pixel 
count of layers below (Quattro means 
four in Italian language). This addresses 
the drawback of previous Foveon sensors, 
which produced a final pixel count 
that was l/3rd of the total pixel rating. 

The DPI Quattro produces images 
with approximately 19.6 megapixels 
at the native resolution (without any 
interpolation applied). It also provides 
a Super High 39 megapixel JPEG mode, 
which is a regular interpolated image. 

The lens is constructed with eight 
elements in six groups, and the aperture 
ranges from f/2.8 to 16. Images are 
recorded in Raw (14-bit) or JPEG format 
with an option to capture Raw-hJPEG. 
JPEG Quality options are Eine, Normal, 
and Basic. Native images are recorded 
with a maximum pixel size of 5424x3616, 
while Super- High images are recorded 


Sigma has found a way around fixing the lower pixel 
rating, which has been the Achilles heel in earlier 
models with Foveon sensors. 


Shooting modes available are (P) Program 
AE (Program Shift is possible), (S) Shutter 
Speed Priority AE, (A) Aperture Priority 
AE, and (M) Manual. Exposure can be 
compensated up to ±3EV in 1/3-stop 
increments. Shutter speeds range from 30 
to 1/2000 sec. 

The DPI Quattro uses a 3.0-inch TET 
colour LCD with approximately 920,000 
pixels. The camera uses an SD/SDHC/ 
SDXC card for storage. The camera has 
dimensions of 161.4 x 67 x 87.1mm (W x 


with 7680x3296 pixels. Sensitivity ranges 
from ISO 100 to 6400, with an Auto 
option. The camera features 10 White 
Balance modes including Auto, Auto 
(Lighting Source Priority), and Custom. 


The camera uses Contrast Detection

Ergonomics 

As I mentioned in the Design and Build 
Quality section, the camera has been 
designed only to give that ‘different’ 
look. Unfortunately, by doing this. Sigma 
has compromised greatly on the ease of 
operation. The grip, being trapezoidal, 
makes it difficult to access all the buttons 
without easing the hold on the camera. 

To make matters worse, the grip is quite 
slippery. It would have been prudent for 
Sigma to move the rubber strip on the 
back panel to the projected grip. The LCD 
appeared quite noisy. 

Performance 

We expected the DPI Quattro to 
perform much better than regular 
compact cameras due to the minimum 
interpolation required. The Sigma DPI 
Quattro focussed fast and the AF did 
not have any problem locking on to the 
subject even in low light. Images were

sharp out of the box and the sweet spot 
was found to be f/4. We observed very 
slight barrel distortion, which is not 
really a problem in everyday images. 
Prominent darkening was observed at the 
corners. The lens produced heavy flare 
in strong against-the-light images at the 
widest aperture.

Auto White Balance performed well 
under most lighting conditions , though 
the preset modes produced disturbing 
cast. We wouldn’t be too much bothered 
about this since White Balance can be 
corrected during post-processing. In 
Super High mode, the native print size 
was 17.06 X 25.6 inches at 300 ppi, while 
in High mode, the print size reduced 
to 12.05 X 18.08 inches. We checked 
the noise levels at both these settings 
separately, but these were found to be 
the same. At 25 percent screen size, the 
images were usable up to ISO 800. ISO 
1600 and above produced prominent 
chroma noise. Though images were usable 
up to ISO 1600, higher sensitivities were 
not usable at all. Observed at 50 percent of 
screen size, we observed noise from ISO 
200 onwards, and were usable up to ISO 
400. Enlarged to 100 percent, all images 
were noisy and only ISO 100 and 200 were 
fit to be used. We observed heavy moire 
patterns in many images.

E ver since its introduction, people 
have been going crazy over the 
breathtaking GoPro footages on 
online channels, and we too had been 
eagerly waiting for its arrival. The GoPro 
is finally here and the Company decided 
to provide the best GoPro camera in 
the series, the GoPro Hero4 Black. And 
I would like to describe the package as 
a Boeing flight deck squeezed into a 
matchbox.

Hero4 Black is the most advanced 
version in GoPro cameras and is capable 
of capturing 4K videos 


Design and Build Quality 

The GoPro Hero4 Black has a 
polycarbonate exterior, but is built strong. 
The fact that it is used with different 
types of housings make the exterior build 
quality irrelevant. The housings available 
(separately) are tough and can withstand 
extreme conditions. The Hero4 Black 
is waterproof up to 40m in its standard 
housing. The housings allow the camera 
to withstand some serious tossing around. 

Key Features 

The Hero4 Black can capture videos 
in different quality options right from 
4K (3840 X 2160) at 30, 25 or 24 fps to 
WVGA (848 X 480) at 240 fps. Video 
is recorded in H.264 standard in MP4 
format. The device allows you to record 
many types of creative videos and capture 


still images. The advanced video modes 
include Time Lapse, Video -h Photo 
(available intervals are 5, 10, 30 and 60 
seconds). Looping (Record a continuous 
video loop that overwrites itself until 
you press the shutter button to stop it 
and save), and SuperView (SuperView 
video mode allows you to capture more 
of yourself and your surroundings in 
the shot, and provides full widescreen 
playback). SuperView can be activated 
with quality settings from 4K to 720p. 

In the Auto Low Light mode, the 
camera automatically adjusts frame rates 
according to lighting conditions. 

Still images are captured with three pixel 
rating options — 12MP (4000 x 3000 
pixels), 7MP (3000 x 2250 pixels), and 
5MP (2560 X 1920 pixels). The Hero4 


Black can capture continuous frames for 
up to 30 seconds in a burst at up to 30 
frames per second. The camera offers 
control of exposure duration (shutter 
speed) in Night and Night Lapse modes. 
In Night mode, you can set the exposure 
to 2, 5, 10, 15, 20 or 30 seconds. Capture 
up to 30 photos per second. Time Lapse 
mode can be used to capture a series of 
photos at set intervals. The intervals can 
be set to 0.5, 1, 2, 5, 10, 30 or 60 seconds. 
Night Lapse photos can be shot with 
intervals set to 15, 20, 30 or 60 seconds. In 
Auto (default) mode, shutter speed varies 
up to 2 sec., (GoPro does not specify the 
maximum shutter speed) but it can be set 
to 2, 5, 10, 15, 20 or 30 seconds in Night 
and Night Lapse modes. 

You can access advanced capture 
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settings using the Protune feature. This 
feature provides videos with minimum 
compression and is optimised for 
professional work.

Car Drifting with GoPro 

C ar racing is my hobby. The particular event 

that youTl see when you log on to http://youtu, 
be/1 OM2kix5fPw is known as ‘Drifting’. I 
wanted to capture this fast and thrilling drift action. 

Hence I followed the ‘action car’, but kept a reasonably 
safe distance between the two vehicles. The camera 
used for the shoot was a GoPro 3, which, I am sure you 
are aware, is a small, versatile video camera, specially 
designed for ‘action. 

There are several ways to mount the GoPro to the car 
(or whatever vehicle you want to attach it to). On a car, 
the suggested mounting surfaces are the windscreen, 
bumpers, side fenders, and doors. The most-used 
mounting devices are the super versatile Suction Mount 
and the Jaws Flex Clamp. The former cannot be used 
when attaching the camera to, say, the dashboard, seats, 
or steering wheel, and at such times you need to use 
the Jaws Flex Clamp. There are other mounting devices 
too; to name a few, Handlebar/Seatpost/Pole Mount, 

Roll Bar mount. Helmet Mount and Adhesive Mount. 

Note that these mounting devices need to be purchased 
separately. 

To video this particular event I had the following 
settings on my GoPro Hero 3+ Black: 

Resolution: 1080p Super 
Frames per Second (FPS): 48 
Field of View (FOV): wide 
Still image size: 12 megapixel 
Protune: ON 

Memory card: Micro SD. I use and recommend the 
SanDisk Ultra 64GB (Class 10). Use one of the high 
speed cards for the best quality. 


Note: The day was bright and sunny and the action was 
very fast. The ideal frame rate is 48fps but depending on 
your capture needs you can vary the frame rate between 
48 and 60fps at 1080p. In the GoPro Hero 3+ Black, at 
4K resolution, we only get to shoot 24fps which might 
not be a very good choice keeping the action in mind. 

If you are looking at shooting in 4K, GoPro Hero 4 with 
its advanced low-light capabilities is recommended.

Design and Build Quality 

The lens body is made from 
polycarbonate but appears to be 
adequately strong. The first thing that 
you’ll notice is that the lens is lightweight 
and roughly about the size of Nikon’s 
24-70mm f/2.8 lens. It is a G-series lens, 
weighs 75 5g and comes without a tripod 
collar, though you can buy one as an 
accessory (Tripod Collar Ring RT-I). 

The lens mount is made from metal and 
a rubber lens-mount-gasket is provided 
to prevent dust from getting into the lens 
when the lens is mounted on a body. The 
lens is made in China.

The AF-S Nikkor 300mm f/4E PF ED 
VR lens is constructed with 16 elements 
in 10 groups which include 1 ED, 1 PE 
and 1 Aspherical glass element. The PE 
element has a series of concentric circles 
engraved onto it which effectively reduce 
chromatic aberration and ghosting. As 


per Nikon, the Phase Eresnel element, 
by itself, nearly eliminates chromatic 
aberration but when combined with 
an Extra-low Dispersion (ED) glass 
element and Nano Crystal Coat, delivers 
strikingly clear images (the Nano Crystal 
Coat effectively reduces ghosting and 
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flare caused by light entering the lens 
diagonally). Using the PF element also 
allows Nikon engineers to design the lens 
with fewer elements, thus reducing its 
size and weight. 

Nikon USA mentions that due to the 
characteristics of the PF element, “when 
there is a strong light source within 
the frame or when light enters the lens 
from outside of the frame, ring-shaped 
coloured flare may occur according to 
shooting conditions. This phenomenon 
can be minimized with “PF Flare 
Control” to be included in Capture 
NX-D (ver. 1.1.0 or later)”. 


As per Nikon, the new lens is 30% 
smaller in size (compared to the earlier 
version) and is 680g lighter. The lens 
elements are multi-coated using Nikon’s 
Super Integrated Coating (SIC). A 
Silent Wave Motor (SWM) offers quiet 
and fast autofocus, while manual 
override is possible. A special Fluorine 
coating on the front element helps to 
repel dust and water and allows easy 
cleaning. Its 9-bladed diaphragm uses 
an electromagnetic mechanism (hence 
the letter E in its name) that guarantees 
accuracy of the lens opening, even 
when shooting at high frame rates. 

Thus it indirectly helps in creating more 


accurate exposures. This is a G-series 
lens and hence there is no aperture ring 
- apertures are controlled via the camera 
body. A distance scale is available in 
meters and feet. The lens is compatible 
with Nikon teleconverters. 

The lens has a 3-position Focus Mode 
switch - A/M, M/A, M. When set to 
M/A (the middle position), autofocus 
can be overridden by rotating the lens 
focus ring; the A/M position does the 
same thing, except that the focus ring 
must be rotated further before AF is 
overridden - a safety feature so you don’t 
inadvertently change the focus. The M 
setting is for manual focus using the aid 
of the electronic rangefinder. Between 
the Focus Mode switch and the VR 
switch, is the Focus Limit switch that 
allows you to set the focus distance limit

The lens offers VR (Vibration 
Reduction) technology, that, according 
to Nikon, provides a 4.5-stop advantage 
in shutter speeds over non-VR lenses. 
The VR switch has 3 positions - ‘Off’, 
‘Normal’ and ‘Sport’. Use ‘Normal’ 
for stationary subjects; use ‘Sport’ 
for subjects that move unpredictably. 
‘Sport’ is recommended for panning 
shots though ‘Normal’ is also 
supported.

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produce better results 
depending on the type 
of tripod and shooting 
conditions). The lens 
utilizes an IF (Internal 
Focussing) design due 
to which the lens does 
not change length 
when focussing, thus 
maintaining consistent 
balance. The IF design 
also allows for closer 
minimum focussing 
distance. A raised 
white plastic dot helps 
to align the lens to the 
camera body. 

Ergonomics 

The lens, being small 
and lightweight, 
handles well on any 
Nikon body. The lens 
is easy to use. The 
manual focus ring 
has a 22mm wide 
rubberised grip for 
easy focussing but I 
wish that the focus ring damping was 
a bit stronger. Since the front element 
does not rotate, using a Circular 
Polariser or Split Neutral Density filter 
would be convenient. In almost every 
lens that uses VR, we can notice the 
viewfinder image stabilizing after we 
half-press the shutter release button, 
but in this lens, you may find it 
difficult to notice the stabilizing action. 
However, the VR works very well. 

Performance 

We did the main testing using a Nikon 
D750 body, though a D8I0 body was 
also used for outdoor shots. 

AF speed: In good and reasonably good 
light, AF was very fast and accurate. In 
low light, it was slightly slower. 

Sharpness: Overall, pictures shot 
with the AF-S Nikkor 300mm f/4E PF 
ED VR were punchy and sharp. Wide 
open at f/4, the centre was quite okay 
but the sides and corners appeared 
comparatively softer. At f/5.6, sharpness 
at the centre as well as the sides/corners 
improved. We felt that the sweet spot 
was around f/8 to f/Il. Sharpness 
seemed reduced at f/22 and f/32, most 
likely due to diffraction of light at such 
narrow apertures.

Vibration Reduction: The VR works 
very well. We were able to get quite sharp 
images even at 1/1 0th of a second on a 
stationary subject. 

CA and flare: Chromatic aberration 
was well controlled. Strong flare could 
be seen in shots that included the sun. 

We did experience the ‘ring-shaped, 
coloured flare as mentioned earlier in 
Key Features, but in only one frame out

of 10 that were shot for checking flare. 

Do note that this phenomenon may or 
may not be noticeable every time; 
it could occur according to the 
shooting conditions. 

Corner darkening: There was some 
darkening at the corners at f/4, negligible 
at f/5.6 and by f/8, there was no corner 
darkening. Do note that in day-to- 
day use, the slight corner darkening 
mentioned here would not be of 
any relevance. 

Distortion: We did not notice any 
perceptible distortion, which is good. 

Focus breathing: There appears to be 
some focus breathing (very minor). We 
photographed the same subject at the 
same distance (about 18 feet) with the 
old and the new version of the 300mm 
f/4 lens. The image from the new lens 
was slightly smaller.

The AF-S Nikkor 300mm f/4E PF

VERDICT 

TThe AF-S Nikkor 300mm f/4E PF ED VR lens 
shows definite improvements when compared 
to the older version, which was/is by itself 
very good. The biggest advantage as I see it is 
its low weight and compact size. Though I do 
not advice using any long focal length lens to 
be used hand-held, using this particular lens 
without a cumbersome tripod will be greatly 
appreciated by one and all. In terms of image 
sharpness, we have no quantifying method 
to say how much sharper it is compared to 
the earlier version, but it is sharper, not only 
because of the improved design and low weight, 
but also due to the VR system.

2014, the SP 15-30mm f/2.8 Di

Design & Build Quality 

The SP 15-30mm f/2.8 Di VC USD has its 
outer body made from engineering plastic 
and is reasonably well-made, though quite 
heavy (1040 g without both end caps) due 
to the large glass elements used for the 
‘fast’ lens. The front element is bulbous 
and hence you cannot use any ‘protection 
filter’. The lens comes with its own petal- 
shaped hood, which is actually a hood 
within a hood - at 30mm setting of the 
zoom lens, the front element of the lens 
withdraws along with the inner hood and 
at the 15mm setting, the front element 
extends back to its original position when 
both the hoods coincide. The hood is a 
permanent fixture of the lens itself.

(which does not allow a protective filter 
to be attached), it is coated with a water 
and dust repelling chemical (fluorine). 


which further facilitates easy cleaning of 
the front element should the need arise. 
The lens offers Vibration Compensation 
(Tamron’s way of saying image 
stabilisation) but Tamron does not specify 
the number of stops advantage. An Ultra 
Sonic Drive (USD) speeds up autofocus. 
Manual override is possible. 

The zoom ring, which is rubberised for a 
better grip, is marked at 15, 18, 20, 24 and 
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30mm settings. The manual focus ring is 
also rubberised but is not as wide as the 
zoom ring and is towards the lens mount. 
A plastic window covers the distance scale 
in meters as well as in feet. On the left of 
the lens is the AF/MF (Focus Selector) 
switch but manual override is possible 
even during autofocus. Below this is the 
VC (Vibration Compensation) switch. A 
rubber gasket helps prevent dust/moisture 
from entering the lens at the lens -body 
coupling. The Nikon mount lens has eight 
contacts that couple with the camera body 
contacts. 

The Tamron SP 15-30mm f/2.8 Di VC 
USD zoom lens comes with ‘SILKYPIX 
Developer Studio for Tamron - a Raw 
image processing software. 


In terms of image sharpness, the Tamron SP 15-30mm 
f/2.8 Di VC USD impressed us. 


Ergonomics 

We tested the lens on a Nikon D750 body. 
The lens balanced very well but those 
with smaller hands may find the combo 
a bit on the heavier side. In spite of the 
focus confirmation dot in the cameras 
viewfinder, manual focus confirmation 
was a bit difficult due to the super- wide- 
angles extended depth of field (the in- 
focus confirmation dot can come bn even 
when the lens has not achieved perfect 


focus). But then this cannot be considered 
as a lens fault. 

Performance 

Autofocus was fast and accurate but 
please note that the camera body also 
plays an important part. Darkening of 
corners with the lens wide open at 15mm 
was negligible, which is very impressive.

At 24 
and 30mm settings we did not notice 
any distortion. Flare was very well 
controlled and a negligible amount of 
chromatic aberration could be seen 
but only when we really tried to search 
for it. In terms of image sharpness, the 
Tamron SP 15-30mm f/2.8 Di VC USD 
impressed us. Images were sharp at all 
apertures and all focal length settings, 
with the usual slight drop in corner 
sharpness at the widest aperture. The 
sweet spot appeared to be around f/5.6. 
Overall, we were very impressed.
